DEATHS FROM PLAGUE IN ONE PROVINCE 
ARE REPORTED TO NUMBER 2,000 DAILY, 


St. Petersburg, Feb, 28.—Pel Chaunlintze, about fifty miles north 
of Harbin, is being ravaged by the plague. Deaths there are re- 
ported to number 2,000 dafiy. Disease is raging at Kirin. Hulan- 
chen, opposite Harbin and Bedone, 1,000 miles southeast of the Man- 
churian capital. Bread riots have occurred throughout the stricken 
district. Foreign consuls ate preparing to leave. Troops have re- 
fused to'march into the pleague pléces and martial law has been ¢s- 
tablished, 

The Chinese empire has reprimanded the Manchurian authorities 
for not having dealt more energetically with the situation. The far 
eastern provinces are filled with aporehensions of a recrudescence of

Ottawa, Feb, 27—The House of 
Commons today gave an exhibition of 
the celerity with which it can do 
business When the members are really 
anxious to dispose of it It was the 
last private members’ day of the ses- 
sion and a determined effort was made 
to dispose of many resolutions, 
etc. as possible with the object of 
reducing the “slaughter of innocents

Tean, would result in the abolition of 
the first two Mr. McLean 
went on to say that Canada should be 
divided into senatorial divisions, each 
division covering several commons 
electoral constituencies. The senators 
should be elected, 
The Qualifications, 

The qualifications, he thought, 
should differ somewhat from that per- 
taining to the commons, The electors 
should have a small property quali- 
fication, should be able to read and 
should be compelled to go to the poll 
and deposit a ballot even if it were 
a blank ballot.

ALD. LUNDY, 


Ald. Lundy devoted the greater part 
of hia remarks to telling the electors 
how he had saved the city from an 
expensive suit for damages by going 
to the rescue of a man who had fal- 
len from one of the street cars. The 
accident was due, he raid to the fact 


that the utilities commissioner had 
not found time to act upon the recom- 
mendation of Superintendent Biswan- 
ger and caute Jocks to be installed 


on the doors of the cars. When 


Boulllon took office, he said, every 


one was anxious that the street rail- 


way should be extended as soon as 


possible to the east end park, When 
approached by the exhibition associa- 
tion he said he had no information 
to act upon, rough specifications 
which had been obtained before he 
came were in the office at the time, 
Tenders were received for the neces- 
sary steel from the Algoma Iron 
Works who promised to make delivery 
within three weeks of receiving the 
order. Their tender was not the low- 
est, but in order to save $800 or $900 
the contract was awarded to a firm 
which could not make delivery in time 
to carry lout the work as desired. 


Advertising Cars. 


Ald. Lundy also charged the com- 
missioner with having lost money to 
the city by delay in renting the ad- 
vertising space on the etreet cars. 
He also delayed acting upon the re- 
commendation of the superintendents 
to place signs on the cars which would 
enable the patrons of the service to 
tell in what directions they were run- 
ning. He also sharged him with hav- 
ing delayed the work on the Groat 
Ravine bridge. 

In closing Ald, Lundy made refer- 
ence to the refusal of the commis- 
sioner to answer the questions of the 
council,, which, provoked a question 
from Mr, Cristall why the meeting 
was held in secret, to which Ald. 
Lundy replied that he personally had 
voted that the meeting be opened to 
the representatives of the press. 

EX-MAYOR GRIESBACH 

Ex-Mayor Griesbach followed, hav- 
overflow 
meeting on the street at which he had 
delivered an address. Referring to 
the thirty-three charges against the 
commissioner he remarked on the 
fact that one of them was that he 
had interested himself too much in 
details while the rest were almost all 
that he had not interested himself 
sufficiently in details. He had no 
particular knowledge of these charges, 
no more knowledge than the average 
citizen had, but one or two answers 
had been suggested to him. The 
charge had been made that the city 
was out $600 on the advertising space 
in the street cars. This space had 
Been rented at $75 per annum be- 
cause no one would pay more, and 
the man who took the contract had 
made so little that he had not yet 
paid the city the amount which the 
contract called for. Today this space 
had been rented at $125 and the de- 
ficit was being rapidly made up. 

Charter Gi Power. 

Under the charter the commissioner 
was empowered to administrate the 
utilities of the city. This power had 
been implemented and added to by 
a special bylaw paased by the council 
giving the commissioners power to 
hire and discharge superintendents. 
Who was there who did not believe 
that it was right to give to the men 
who Iwere finally responsible thia pow- 
er. In the exercise of this power the 
commissioners had discharged two 
superintendents and the council had 
called upon them to explain their 
reasons for this action. The request 
sounded reasonable, but let them stop 
and think. If the council was going 
to dnvestigate every time the com- 
missioners exercised the power given 
them, what was to become of the by- 
law which they passed. The council 
sives the power publicly and secretly 
withdraws it, stultifying and annul- 
ling its own ‘bylaw. Was there not 
some credit due to the man. who, 
friendless and atone had stood out 
against these men in defence of a 
great principle of civic administra- 
tion in the interests of the citizens, 

How Did Committee Start? 

He did not know how the commit- 
tee of enquiry hac started. He had 
been unable to azcertain the acove of 
its powers, It began its work early 
in January. It was a matter of regret 
that that committee, and particularly 
the chairman, Ald. Mould, announced 
that it was their attention to dismiss 
the utilities commissioner, The com. 
mittee went on its way until the final 
meeting from which the public and 
press were excluded, but at which the 
discharged superintendents were pre- 
gent. Could they blame Mr. Bouillon 
for calling into question the jurisdic- 
tien of that committee, That was not 
the sort of justice to which he was 
entitled from the men who had taken 
no trouble to conceal their prejudice 
and hostility towards him. Mr, Bouil- 
lon was charged with insubordina- 
tion and contempt of that tribunal, 
Personally, he had no words in which 
to express his contempt for that tri- 
bunal, 

What Bouilllon Had Done, 

If Mr, Bouillon had done nothing 
else, he had done much by bringing 
about a centraliaztion of accounts, 
whereby it was made impossible for 
a contractor to deal directly with su- 
perintendenda in securing orders, 
That Was in his opinion behind this 


wares and merchandise to set) that 
this trouble had arisen. If the city 
heeded one thing more than Another 
it Was that there should be found 
somewhere in the administration a 
man of honesty and = integrity and 
fearlessness of Purpose to protect 
their jnterests, 

When the charges had ben replied 
to, and as paid officials of the city 
had been prohibited by the mayor 
from addressing the public he hoped 
that an opportunity would be given 
the commissioner to reply in a judi- 
cial Investigation, as provided for by 
the charter, they would know whe- 
ther the commissioners and the coun- 
cil had been true to the charter and 
bylaws of the city. 

He would close with one personal 
word, and that wae that Mayor Arm- 
strong had nothing to sell to the city 
and he did not desire to impute to 
him the motive of self-interest. 

ALD. GRINDLEY, 

Alderman Crindley wished .to call 
the attention of the audience to the 
personnel of the previous speakers. 
Without exception they had been 
lawyers and real estate men. 
hadn't presented a single practical 
opinion, (Cries of “Oh, Oh," and 
“What about Ewing and Griesbach”) 

Alderman Grindley paid a Passing 
tribute to Mr, Ewing's oratorical 
powers and went on to say that it 
was ex-Mayor Griesbach who had 
Started the $10,000 agitation in the 
city. He had declared through the 
columns of the press that the only 
salvation of the city lay in a high- 
priced man, Then ex-Mayor Lee and 
Alderman Gariepy had taken the 
matter up. They had gone cast to find 
a man, and all they brought back was 
a $600 expense account, They stated 
that they didn’t think that a good 
way to finda man. It could be done 
better by correspondence, At length 
Alderman Gariepy had announced 
that they had found the man, and 
every adjective in the dictionary hal 
been used to describe Commissioner 
toulllon. The aldermen were told 
that he was the utilities commissio- 
er of Seattie. What did they ‘int? 
That the City of Seattle did not Op or 
ate its utilities, except a gravity svs 
tena, ant that operated itself. 

Alderman Grindley declared that 
when his firm took contracts from 
the City of Edmonton, they had giv- 
en the best value for the lowest price. 
He was glad to avail himself of the 
golden opportunity wr stigmmatizing 
Such remarks as those of ex-Mayor 
Griesbach and Alderman Hyndman 
Teferring to the position of contrac- 
tors on the council, as a ‘dirty slur 


and currish miserable politics.” 
In Alderman Grindjey's opinion 
Mr. Bouillon had.made hig worst 


business: move in Placing himself at} 
the head of the street railway depart- 
ment. 

THOS. BELLAMY. 


Thos. Bellamy endorsed the action 
of the council. His idea, he said, was 
that the commissioners should be re- 
sponsible to the gpuncil, and he be- 
lieved that instead of a utilities com- 
missioner and a finance commissioner 
they should have a board of commis- 
sioners, 

Geo. 8S. Montgomery contended for 
& judicial investigation, which should 
Bive satisfaction to everyone, 


A, F. EWING 

A. F. Ewing said there was some- 
thing of greater importance in this 
discussion than the dismissal of a 
public official. There was at stake the 
good government and good tame of 
the city, and more than that there 
was at stake the well-being of the 
public utilities of which they were 
justly proud, He had no doubt that 
the council had reasons for their ac- 
jon, but they had placed themeelves 
in an unfair position, in that they haa 
not given until this jate date the rea- 
Sons upon which their action was 
based. The charter said that a com- 
missioner coubd be dismissed for 
cause and was jt not reasonable to 
ask that the cause be Placed upon re- 
cord? In the interests of those who 
Supported and those who opposed 
the action of the council that the 
public should be placed in Passession 
of the facts, Publicity was their only 
Safeguard, and the solution of the 
problem was a properly conducted 
Judicial investigation, 

S. H. SMITH, 

Ex-Ald. 8. H, Smith told of being 
stopped on the streets by citizens who 
enquired of him what his opinion wag 
on the municinal trouble. He had re- 
plied that hadn't looked into the mat- 
ter sufficiently to venture ‘an expres- 
sion of opinion. 

Voice: “Well, sit down then,” 

But when the condition of affairs 
hecame so acute he took time to look 
into the matter, and this was the con- 
«lusion he came to—that Mr. Bouillon 
oveht to be dismissed, 

“I found that three of our beat 
subperintendents,. Davidson, Lancey, 
and McPherson, had all cuit the city's 
service, and why aid they quit?” 

Ratepayer: “Because they got bet- 
ter jobs and more money.” 

“Those men have each told me,” 
ecntinued Mr, Smith, “that they could! 
not get along amicably with the com- 
missioner of public works,” 

Mr, Smith thought the refusal of 
Commixsioner fouillon to give rea- 
sons for the firing of the superintend- 
ents to his fellow commissioners suf- 
ficient reason to justify his ‘A'smissal. 
He endorsed uneqguivocably the ac- 
tion of the council and called upon 
the people who had elected the ald- 
ermen last fall to stand by them. 

EX-MAYOR LEE 

“We have come to a critical stage 
in the history of Edmonton,” said ex- 
Mayor Lee. “Some months ago we 
hired a commissioner of public utili- 
ties. By a bylaw passed in June of 
last year we put our public utilities 
entirely into the commissioners hands 
with power to engage and dismiss 
subordinates. Shortly afterwards the 
council by a unanimous vote decided 
to engage Mr. Bouillon. No man, I 
claim, knows Mr, Bouillon or his 
capabilities better than IT do, and from 
my expeitence in office, I am conwine- 
ed that Mr. Bouillon has ability of the 
first order. At the first of this year 
the council appointed a committee 
with the avewed purpose of dismias- 
jug Mr, Bouillon, for a few days ago,

Bouillon’s dismissal, Ald. 
Mould said that that committec's 
work was done, I know they found 
on investigation that nothing was 
wrong. The public utilities were 
never in better condition than now. 


“Some of our superintendents have 
resigned it is true, but their vacancies 
can easily be filled. The committee 
appointed to investigate our utilities 
have made no report till today. Their 
charges,as submitted to the press to- 
day, are the flimsiest ever put on 
tecord. They have nothing against 
Mr. Bouillon, Mr, Bouillon blocked 
the power scheme as submitted by 
the Edmonton Heat and Power Com- 
pany to the city. It was the rankest 
proposition ever submitted to this 
city and we want a man in the posi- 
tion of cimmissioner like Mr. Bouill- 
lon to deal as he has dealt with the 
proposed franchises.

As sooy as you get a 
new council in at the first of the year, 
trouble begins and you at once think 
the commissioner is 0 blame and @ 
committee appointed for the purpose 
went out on an investigating tour. 

“A few days before the last clec- 
tion, Mr, Armstrong came into my 
office and said: “It is reported about 
town that I am opposed to Bouillon. 
“Ts it?" said I. “Yes,” he replied, it 
is, but it is not true. Now, gentlemen 
as soon as he takes office he begins 
to fight Bouillon. A few weeks later, 
he went so far as to shake hands 
with him and agree to make it up 
and try to get along smoothly and 
work jin the interests of the city. 
Within twenty-four houres he turned 
around and was fighting the commis- 
sioners, ‘We must have harmony,” 
again asserted ex-Mayor Lee, “in 
our city hall and between our coun- 
cil and commissioners if we are go- 
ing to do a good business this year. 
This year promises to be the best in 
the history of Edmonton. Let us pre-
